Is lost in tbe street cars of this town?'1 
nsked a street railway conductor of a re- 
porter the other day after he had picked 
up a dime and flowed it in an inside 
pocket. "Well, there's a lot of it, and 
Bo one knows it better than we conduct- 
ore.

of my car is one of the regular grafts, 
and oay other conductor who has been In 
the business long enough to get his eyea 
open is on the sane lay. 


"Last year L made up my mind to put 


away every coat I found in my car in an 
old iron bank I had at home for the 
benefit of aiy youngster. I kept stowing 
the coins away and at the end of the 
year I bad $6.0T. Of.conrse that's not a 
barrel of money, but it's a right nice 
pick up for a conductor. The biggest 
find I made that year was a 50 cent 
piece. From that the coins ran1 all the 
way down to a cent. In the winter time 
the pickings are especially good, for then 
every one has on gloves, and coins slip 
from the fingers to the floor without the 
owner's knowing ,it.

considerable amount of labor, requiring 
an examination of,all the dispatches, 
messages and documents which passed 
between tlie navy department, Admiral 
Sampson and Admiral Schley, and the 
movements of tbe ships from the time 
they left Key West on May 12 until the 
dfcy of the battle, July 3.

Monday one week I think we will meet 
in consultation every day until the 
court meets on Sept. 12. Tbe inquiry 
can't possibly take as long as antici- 
pated, and, while I am not at liberty 
to say anything about the case, I have 
absolute confidence in the result." 


Admiral Schley has addressed a let- 


ter to Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Hackett, in reply to Mr. ITacketi's of 
Wednesday. 
Schley says that his ob- 


ject was merely to obtain a statement 
from Howison that he did or did not 
give utterance to the sentiments with 
which he was credited, and that in uo 
sense could his original letter be re- 
garded as challenging Ho wison's fitness 
to serve on the court, although such 
fitness might be challenged later, in due 
form, after the court meets.

In the oil tanks at Point Breeze, 


wbere so many men have Just been 
burned. Is, stored petroleum from the 
oiiflelda of western Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Indiana and Ohio. Millions 
of gallons of crude oil ere conveyed 
there annually, refined at the works 
and sent to all parts of the world, says 
the Philadelphia Press. Fleets of tank- 
ers, sailing under ibe flags of inaa.v 
nations, load th'ere, und thousands of 
barrels of the refined oil arc shipped In 
smaller craft. The Point Breeze works 
Is the distributing ccater for nearly all 
the oil from these eastern fields of the 
Standard Oil company. 


Besides its commercial Importance, 


Point Breeze has also breu the scene of 
many tragedies. Fires have beon of 
frequent occuironco end tl;o loss of 
life and property largo.

When 
the burning oil flowed Into the Schu.vl- 
k!ll, two men were rowing opposite the 
plant In a small rov.-boat. They start- 
ed for the opposite shore, but were 
Boon surrounded by the burning oil. 
Their boat was in ths center of a fiery 
lake, and the flames crept rapidly to- 
ward them from all directions. 


Soon the flre touched the sides of the 


boat, and in an Instant it and tlie occu- 
pants were In flames. Powerless to 
help the men, the crowd ashore saw 
thorn throw up their hands and dive 
head first into the blazing stream. No 
trace of them was ever found.

Hertford is hartford, and Albany is 
spoken so that the first syllable shall 
rhyme with shall, instead of with boll, as 
with us. 


I hesitate to say that Cholmondeley is 


called chumly and that Beanchomp ia 
beechamp, as every one knows these ec- 
centricities, yet they are the most re- 
markable of all the liberties the English 
take with their language. 'You must say 
Balmo-ral and Trafal-gar, • and you must 
chop the following names very short:

NEWSPAPERS OF LON2 AGO. 


Copies of Burly Pablicatlona In tb« 


Congressional Library. 


In the Congressional library at Wash- 


ington are exhibited many newspaper 
publications which connect this age and 
generation with one long gone by and 
bring up reminiscences of the past which 
are very interesting to as in this1 age, by 
way of comparison if nothing else. 
Among the many curiosities of ancient 
literature of interest is a copy of the 
London Times of Jan. 21, 1791, which 
among other things graciously offers a 
premium to subscribers and gives as a 
matter of news an account of the battle 
of Tapp and the siege of Fert Meigs, Ills. 


Alongside of this is a copy of Horaco 


Greeley's Log Cabin of May 9, 1840. 
and also a copy of *he Charleston Cou- 
rier, date of J.uly 12, 1803. The New 
Sork Herald of July 17, 1804, gives the 
account of the Hamilton-Burr duel and of 
Hamilton's funeral. 


The first Washington newspaper, The 


Gazette, bears date March 25, 1797. 
The next of the capital publications was 
The National Intelligencer and Washing- 
ton Advertiser, and it bears date Nov. 
8, 1800. 


The one, brown with age, which car- 


ries us farthest back is the Pennsylvania 
Gazette of January 0,1734. Ninety-seven 
years later, qnd lying by Its side, is a 
copy of The Liberator of June 18, 1831. 


Volume 1 of Greeley and McBlrath's 


New York-Tribune of Sept. 25, 1841, in- 
forms us as to its very low and modest 
advertising rates, giving a brief sum- 
mary of late news from China, detailing 
a terrible outbreak and collision in Can- 
ton between the English and Chinese; 
also an account of the English ant- 
arctic expedition of the Erebus and Ter- 
ror, under Captain: James Clarke and 
Crozier, and. of mr ny other interesting 
things occurring at that time. 


The HlBhly ClvilUed Ancients. 
Long buried tombs ot ancient kings of 


Egypt have been discovered and explor- 
ed, and, although in nearly all cnsos these 
havo beeu previously pillaged la the Ro- 
man age, enough of their contents re- 
mains unbroken or overlooked till now to 
afford ground for reconstructing, in out- 
line at least, a wonderful and unsus- 
pected civilization. When we are shown, 
for example, specimens of goldsmiths' 
work dating from 4,750 years before th» 
Christian era which have never been sur- 
passed since in technical skill, working 
of designs, variety of form and perfec- 
tion of soldering, we are sobered some- 
what in our belief that the process ot 
time means progress and that the pres- 
ent is the best and noblest era of civiliza- 
tion. We are prodd, for instance, of tho 
products of modern steam spinning and 
weaving.

It was a sultry afternoon, and the 


teacher of a geography class was endeav- 
oring to get a few good answers before 
the closing ot tbe lemon.

"New Y«rk doesn't want fresh eggs," 


said a potittrrman ifks knows to a group 
of city friends. They professed to doubt 
what he said, tftdch moved him to re- 
mark: 


•'11 you don't believe that is true, you 


try and tarnish fresh eggs to the New 
Yorkers who are just yearning for them, 
as I have Gone, and see if the yearnerg 
are •willing to pay you a price that will 
enable you to buy your daily bread, to 
say nothing of the butter. You all like 
fresh eggs, of course, and perhaps you 
will pay a half way decent price for 
them for a short time during the win- 
ter, but what about the rest of the year? 


"Have you ever stopped to think that 


the man who is able to supply you with 
fresh eggs during the winter has had to 
spend a great deal of time in studying up 
that particular subject? Are you awate 
that he has been obliged to breed a lot 
of hens during the spring and early sum- 
mer and that be has had to feed and care 
for them for sis months without getting 
one cent in return? Have you stopped 
to think that he must carry a stock 
throughout the year in order to have the 
fowls laying when you want eggs, and 
he must house his fowls in warm and 
expensively built coeps? And, above all 
else, understand when I say a fresh egg 
I mean an egg that is no more than a 
day old when it is served to you. 


"How many times have you eaten aa 


egg hero thtit was not more than a day 
old? Why, there are people in the coun- 
try who make a specialty of sending 
into New York what they consider fresh 
eggs, which are anywhere from three 
days to three weeks old. 


"I think you ought to understand that 


the eggs sold in Kew Tork as 'strictly 
fresh' are any old age. The farmer's 
wife saves them until she has a goodly 
number to sell at the local grocery or to 
Eioke a fair showing when the egg col- 
lector conies arouad, for there are men 
who make a business of gathering «?ggs. 
They have routes laid out through cer- 
tain territory, and they traverse them 
oncfi every two weeks. Thus, as you can 
see, the eggs are at least two weeks old 
on the averages before they get into the 
hands of the collector. 


"The collector keeps them in a cellar 


until he gets enough together to justify 
him in making a shipment to the city, 
which may be anywhere from one to 
three weeks, depending on the time of 
year. Then when the commission man 
receives them here he keeps them a few 
days until they are sold, BO that^your 
fresh eggs come dangerously near to be- 
ing a month old. That's why I can un- 
derstand that the egg dealer— and he 
happens to be one of the biggest men in 
his line in the town — said he considered 
every egg fresh that didn't batch while 
in transit to the city. 


"Now, let me tell yon why I believe 


New York doesn't want fresh eggs at a 
fresh egg price, if it wants them at all. I 
shipped eggs into the city that were not 
more than three hours old when they 
were placed in the bands of the consumer 
here. I suppose you never before heard 
of eggs so fresh as those getting into New 
York? It's a fact nevertheless. When 
the eggs left my place, many of them 
had only a few minutes before been tak- 
en from the nests and were still warm. 
Tho trip on the cars occupied a little 
more than an hour, and within another 
hour or so the express company had de- 
livered them at their destination. 


"Those ^were fresh eggs, gentlemen— 


not 'strictly fresh' nor 'guaranteed fresh,' 
but plain fresh eggs. 


"I- found any number of people who 


needed those fresh eggs to round out 
their lives. 
They were the one thing 


missing— until they received the bill for 
them, and then tKere. was a time. 


"Mind you, they were charged no more 


than 50 cents a dozen in. the coldest of 
winter weather for the only fresh eggs 
in New York, and how they did go 
on! Many of them who had been most 
enthusiastic over the eggs before the bills 
were sent out refused to pay the bills on 
the ground that the eggs were just the 
worst, stole old eggs that ever had been, 
whereas none of the eggs was more than, 
24 hours old, and many of them, as I 
have said, were sot more than three 
hours old. 


"When I cornered them on the fresh- 


ness of the eggs, these yearners made all 
sorts of silly complaints. The trouble 
with them was that they wanted the 
eggs, but didn't want to pay for them. 
So they went back to fresh eggs from 
the coid storage plants — back- to eggs 
that were six months old— and were hap- 
py, I hope. 


"I had one customer who bought the 


eg?s by advice of a physician. This man. 
had two children who were convalescent 
after an attack ot scarlet fever._ The 
man was ia fairly comfortable circum- 
stances, and tbe physician told him the 
eggs .were doing his children more good 
than anything else he could get. We 
were selling him the eggs at 40 cents a 
dozen, and when the price was raised to 
45 cents a dozen this man was up in 
arms and refused to take any more. I 
suppose the children came around all 
right, though I never heard anything 
more about them. 


"Complaints were also made that the 


eggs were too fresh. Would you believe 
It? I can show yon letters received on 
that ' particular subject. 
The majority 


of them ran like this: 


"Dear Sir— Will you please lend m tggi Jn the 


future that are not BO fresh f We do not like that 
milky curdle Jn them. Please keep them a few 
toys before shipping and oblige yours, etc. 


"I remember one note in particular that 


tan. this way: 


"Dear Sir— Your eggs tre too fresh. Send noth- 


ing under it week old. It we cannot get whit we 
want, will have to look elsewhere. 


"Now. wasn't that encouraging for a 


man trying to satisfy the yearnings of 
New Yorkers for fresh eggs? 
I could 


give you many instances showing that 
New York was willing to buy all the 
fresh t'ggs you could send to town if 
you were 'willing to sell them at 15 cents 
» dozen. I have sold them as cheaply as 
25 cents a d»zen and had hard work to 
do that, so you cannot blame me for 
saying New York does not wont fresh 
eggs if it has to pay a frw cents more 
than is charged for stale eggs."— New 
York Mail and Express.
